REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record not relied upon is considered relevant to applicant's disclosure. DeSimone et 
al (US 2003/0051 741 A1) and Matsushita, et al (US 2002/0 1 7067 1A1) teach a 
multichamber apparatus which includes a supercritical vessel. DeSimone et al is not 
prior art, as its filing date is later than applicant's filing date, and similarly Matsushita et 
al is not prior art for the same reason. Wallace et al (US 6,024,801 ) does not teach or 
suggest among other limitations of applicant's claims, the step "without exposure ... to a 
surrounding environment", but rather passivates the substrate in the supercrital 
chamber before removal from the supercritical chamber. Tseronis, et al. (US 
6,508,259B1 ) discloses a supercritical chamber with a movable platform which can be 
operated in conjunction with a robot (col. 3, lines 52-60; col.5, Iines7-10), and the 
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platform may be surrounded by a bellows to prevent debris contamination. However, 
there is no teaching or suggestion of , among other limitations, "through a 
valve... without exposure... to a surrounding environment", because Tseronis, et al 
teaches that the bellows protects from debris, and not that it prevents the surrounding 
environment from contacting the substrate. The IDSs dated 1-18-2002, 11-14-2003, 
1 1-18-2003, and 1 1-18-2003 have been reviewed. The prior art contained in the IDSs 
does not teach or suggest all of the limitations of the allowed claims, as for example the 
limitation "depositing the film on the desorbed substrate from the second 
module... transferred from the first module through a valve without exposure... to a 
surrounding environment."
